Hughes continues to put himself outside 
the list of vice presidential possibilities, the 
Chicago convention, in event of Taft's nomi- 
nation, will almost certainly be invited to give 
perious consideration to the claims which 
will be put up by the friends both of the Mas- 
gachusetts senator and the New Jersey gov- 
ernor. 


Fort’s Views Please Roosevelt. 


Gov. Fort is receiving a good deal of con- 
sideration nowadays from republican lead- 
ers. He would make a first class man on the 
ticket, no matter what western candidate 
might prove to be successful. 

The governor's inaugural address attracted 
instant attention, because he laid down the 
principle that the state, as well as the na- 
tion, was in duty bound to protect the indi- 
vidual citizen against any possible aggres- 
sion by the rich corporations. 

He went so far as to commit himself to the 
possibility of state or governmental super- 
vision of stock issues and limitatian by law 
of the amount of securities a corporation 
might put out.

There are those who are accustomed to

governor’s chair of John Franklin Fort, who 
was best known as a member of the Supreme 
court-of the state for the last seven or eight 
years. 

The awakening of public conscience in New 
Jersey resulted in the unexpected defeat 
of Senator Dryden, who is also particularly 
well known as president of the Prudential 
Insurance company, the biggest corporation 
in the state. 

Senator Dryden's personal and official rec- 
ord as a senator was beyond criticism. He 
Was defeated for re#lection simply and sole- 
ly because he was considered to be at the 
bead of the corporation ring which had se- 
cured a strangle hold on New Jersey, and 
Was throttling the life out of ite citizens. 
‘There undoubtedly was a bad combination 
which embraced Dryden’s and other insur- 
8fMce corporations, public utility companies 
in almost every large town in the state, the 
Pennsyivania and Reading railroads, and 
Some other assorted corporations. 


Fort’s Election People’s Victory. 


Dryden was beaten, but his friends dic- 
tated the election of F. O. Briggs, chairmen 
of the state central committee, as his suc- 
cessor. The principal gain of the reform 
movement came through the nomination and 
election of John Franklin Fort. He has been 
chiefly associated with judicial positions, but 
has found plenty of time to mix into politics 
in a high grade way, which has at no time 
interfered with the respect due him as a 
judge. 

Should Judge Fort be selected as the vice 
Presidential candidate to fit in with any 
Western man, as he might easily do, there 
Would be a strange coincidence in the fact. 

Gov. Fort has not been a stranger to na- 
tional politics. He was a delegate at large 
to the republican convention of 1884, when 
Blaine was nominated. 

In 1896, after four years of Cleveland, Gov. 
Fort, who was then presiding judge of the 
Common Pleas court of Essex county, was a

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ROOSEVELT ACTS 
TO AVERT STRIKE 


Writes Commerce Commission 
to Investigate Charge of 
Railways That Laws 
Cut Earnings. 


HINTS AT FORMER SINS. 


Says Public Has Right to Know 
Why Carriers Are Eager to 
Out Wages of Their 

; Employes.

Washington, D. O., Feb. 19.—{S8pecial.)— 
President Roosevelt taken a hand in 
the wage dispute tn ce the atten- 
tion of railroad managers and their em- 
ployés. Notices by the companies of reduo- 
tions in pay have been met by threats of 
strikes. The retort of the carriers invaria- 
bly has been that bankruptcy would follow 
if the old scale were paid, because “ drastia 


legislation by congress and the states ” had 


crippled the revenue producing capacity of 
the roads. 

The president has taken official notice of 
the impending clash, and apparently fear- 
ing disastrous results to the public unless 
the threatened trouble is averted; yesterday 
wrote the interstate commerce commission 
suggesting an investigation of the statements 
made by the railroads. If “ drastic laws *’ 


have harmed the carriers the public should, 


know it. The people also should know be- 
yond peradventure of a doubt if the “ drastic 
law ”’ excuse is merely a blind to cover the 
regult of financial or other sins committe 

the transportation companies. 


Text of President’s Letter. 

The letter le as follows: 

The White House, Washington, D. C., Feb. 18. 
—To the Interstate Commerce Commission: I 
am informed that a number of railroad compa- 
nies have served notice of a proposed reduction 
of wages on their employes. One of them, the 
Louisville and Nashville, in announcing the re- 
duction, states that “ the drastic laws inimica]! 
to the interests of the railroads that have in the 
last year or two been enacted by congress and 
the state legislatures” are largely or chiefly 
responsible for the conditions requiring the re- 
duction. - 

Under such circumstances it is possible that 
the public may soon be confronted by serious 
industrial disputes, and the law provides that 
in such case either party may demand the serv- 
ices of your chairman and of the commissioner 
of labor asa board of mediation and conciliation. 

These reductions in wages may be warranted 
or they may not. As to this the public, which 
is @ vitally interested party, can form no judg- 
ment without a more complete knowledge of the 
essential facts and real merits of the case than 
it now has or than it can possibly obtain from 
the special pleadings certain to be put forth by 
each side in case their dispute should bring 
about serious interruption to traffic. 


Public Should Know Truth. 

If the reduction in wages is due to natural 
causes, the loss of business being such that the 
burden should be, and is, equitably distributed 
between capitalist and wageworker, the public 
should know it. 

If it is caused by legislation the public and 
congress should know it, and if it is caused by 
misconduct in the past financial or other opera- 
tions of any railroad, then everybody should 
know it, especially if the excuse of unfriendly 
legislation is advanced as a method of covering 
up past business misconduct by the railroad 
managers, or as a justification for failure to 
treat fairly the wage earning employes of the 
company. . 

Moreover, an industrial conflict between a 
railroad corporation and its employes offers 
peculiar opportunities to any small number of 
evil disposed persons to defy life and property 
and foment public disorder. 

Of course, if life, property and public order 
are endangered, prompt ante-drastic measures 
for their protection become the first plain duty. 
All other duties then become subordinate to the 
preservation of the public peace, and the real 
merits of the original controversy are neces- 
sarily lost from view. 

This vital consideration should be ever kept in 
mind by all law abiding and far sighted mem- 
bers of labor organizations. 


Hopes for Peaceful Solution. 


It is sincerely to be hoped, therefore, that any 
wage controversy that may arise between the 
railroads and their employes may find a peace- 
ful solution through the methods of conciliation 
and arbitration already provided by congress 
which have proven so effective during the last 
year. 

To this end the commission should be in a po- 
sition to have available for any board of con- 
ciliation or arbitration relevant data pertaining 
to such carriers as may become involved in in- 
dustrial disputes. 

Should conciliation fatl to effect a settlement 
and arbitration be rejected, acourate informa- 
tion should be available in order to develop a 
properly informed public opinion, 

I therefore ask you to make such investiga- 
tion, both of your records and by any means at 
your command, as will enable you to furnish data 
concerning such conditions obtaining on the 
Louisville and Nashville and any other roads as 
may rélate, directly or indirectly, to the real 
merits of the possibly impending controversy.

_New Liability Law Planned. 


Consi@eration of a new employers’ liability 
bill was begun by the lawmakers today when 
the house committee on judiciary gave a 
hearing on a bill of Representative Sterling, 
the counterpart of which was introduced in 
the senate by Mr. La Follette, and which is 
indorsed by the railway labor unions. 

The hearing today was given over entirely 
to managers of protesting railroads. B.D. 
Warfield of the Louisville and Nashville, A. 
H. Harris of the New York Central, and Mr. 
Cochran of the Missouri Pacific were heard. 
They protested against the passage of any 
bill that would curtail the right of roads to 
fix a share of the blame on the injured neg- 
ligent employé, and also made 4 strong ap- 
peal for the recognition of the common lew, 
which failed to affix any value to human life. 

The interstate commerce commission is del- 
uged with petitions from railroads for delay 
in the enforcement of the nine hour law, 
which becomes operative March 4. There is

Man Gets 80 Years and Wife 25 
for Stealing Wulff Girl. 


WOMAN FAINTS IN COURT. 


Some Sympathy for Her, but None for 
Male Companion. 


A scene not soon to be forgotten was en- 
acted in Judge Kersten’s courtroom last 
night when the jury found William and Irene 
Alsina Birmingham guilty of kidnaping 
little Lillian Wulff and fixed a penalty which 
may mean the incarceration of the prisoners 
for the remainder of their days. 

Birmingham did not seem to move an eye- 
lash as Clerk Charles Schmidt announced 
that the jurors decided he should serve 
thirty years at Joliet, but Mrs. Birmingham 
turned deathly pale, then shrieked and fell 
to the floor helpless and hysterical, when the 
clerk stated a punishment of twenty-five 
years had been inflicted upon her. 


Victim’s Mother Sympathetic. 

Mrs. Oscar Wulff, the child's mother, sit- 
ting some. twenty feet away, forgot her 
hatred for the prisoner instantly and in 
tones plainly audible to Judge Kersten said: 

“O, that is terrible; the punishment is too 
hard.”” 

She seemed about to start toward the fal!l- 
en woman, as though intending to console 
her. But the little child interfered. Graap- 
ing her mother by the arm the little one, 
with a big tear in each eye, said: 

“Yes, but mamma, they might have 
killed me.”’ 

Thereat the mother resumed her seat, and, 
in response to a request, from Attorney Da- 
vid B. Stansbury, the court ordered the jury 
polled. 

Then the jurors, each in turn, in reply to 
the question, “ Was that and is that your 
verdict?’’ replied distinctly: “It is and it 
was.'' There was a sign of quiver in the 
voice of Juror Arnold Ayd, but it was at- 
tributed to his illness. He wae seized with 
cramps while the jurx was deliberating, and 
because of the Imposet Diy of securing med- 
ical aid was compelled suffer until court 
reconvened at 8 o'clock. 


Tries to Dodge Court Scene. 

Previous to the polling Birmingham had 
started hack over the bridge of sighs with a 
bailiff at his heels. He evidently was trying 
to avoid witnessing the scene created by his 
wife. 

“ Bring back the prisoner,” ordered the 
court, sternly, and the fellow seemed i!) at 
ease standing there while his wife lay on the 
floor, shrieking. It also was an ordea! for 
the jury. ° 

Judge Kersten fully appreciated the prob- 
able strain upon the tale@men, for before the 
helpless woman was carried from the room 
he began addressing them with words of en- 
couragement. 

“You gentlemen undoubtedly realize the 


| importance of your finding, and I wish te 


compliment you on the noble way you have 
acted throughout the case,” said the judge. 
‘** Yow have undoubtedly made many persona! 
sacrifices, but you have done your duty as 
men. A criminal trial and finding of a 
verdict of guilty generally are accompanied 
by distressing incidents of this character, but 
they appear to be unavoidable.”’ 


Sympathy for the Woman. 


Before Mrs. Birmingham had been carried 
away, nearly every woman in the courtroom, 
mostly friends and neighbors of the Wulffs, 
was in tears. All seemed to deplore the 
severity of the woman's sentence. The male 
attendants, officers of the court, Lieut. John 
J. Halpin, Sergeant Richard Quinn, and other 
police officers, felt that Mrs. Birmingham 
was equally guilty with her husband, and 
wasted no sympathy on her. 

After partly reviving, Mrs. Birmingham 
was half led and half dragged across the 
bridge of eighs and turned over to Mrs. Cath- 
erine Neubert, matron in charge of the fe- 
male prisoners at night. Upon reaching the 
* bullpen ” she fell into a chair and swooned, 
with her face on a table. 

During a lucid mterval, on being pressed 
for a statement, the woman said: “I didn’t 
do anything. God have mercy upon me. No, 
I have nothing to say.” 

“They handed it to me,” was Birming- 
ham’s only comment, as he turned upon his 
hee! in the visitors’ pen. 

There was never any question in the minds 
of the jurors as to the guilt of the prisoners. 
lt was solely a matter of punishment. ior 
Birmingham, the jurors stood for life down 
to twenty-five years, and after ten ballots 
they compromised on the thirty year term. 
Forty years was the highest held out for in 
the case of Mrs. Birmingham. The jurors 
took seven ballots in her case before fixing 
the penalty at twenty-five years. 


MASKED MEN SLAY MAYOR 
IN MEETING OF COUNCIL. 


Six Members Also Killed by the As- 
sassins, Who Escaped, Says a Report 
Received in Madrid.

Young Swain of Sterling Digs His

Two eloping Chicago couples almost met 
their death when a snow plow on the Brie 
railroad “ grazed ’’ them on the track near 
Crown. Point yesterday afternoon. They had 
left the Chicago train—which was stalled in a 
drift—to walk to their destination and their 
minister, four miles away. They were cold 
and exhausted and blinded by the flying 
snow. 

Miss Mary Malley and William D. Biege, 
a Chicago fireman, started for Crown Point 
on the train leaving the city at 2:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon. On thetrain they met Miss 
Nettie Donovan and C. 8. Carpenter, a sales- 
man at 185 Adams street, bound on a simi- 
larly romantic errand. 

They introduced themselves and made a 
merry party until the engine ran into the big 
drift and came to a stop. 

“ Dare you to walk to Crown Point,” chal- 
lenged the young women. 

“ How far is it, conductor?’ asked one of 
the men. 

“ About four miles,’’ the trainman eaid. 


Tired; Sit on the Track. 


The four started away laughing and shout- 
ing ‘and followed by the good wishes of the 
other passengers and the crew. The drifts 
made the walking hard, and before the 
quartet had gone two miles they were com- 
pletely tired. The young women sat down 
on the track to rest. 

In another instant the snow plow rounded 
a curve. Biege saw their danger and hurled 
the girls into a snow bank just as the plow 
passed. 

At 9 o'clock, after being in the snow for 
almost five hours, the four stumbled into 
a Crown Point hotel. It was more than 
an hour afterwards before they were thawed 
out. The landlord of the hotel telephoned 
to the city clerk and to Judge Nicholson, who 
came to their assistance. 

“I told Will I did not want to marry him 
until June,’ said Miss Malley, “‘ but he was 
bound that we would be married today, and 
I hope he ts satisfied.”

Residence Streets Snowbound. 


In the residence districts, where little or 
Mo organized effort was made to combat the 
storm, the snowfall assumed picturesque 
proportions. Sidewalks in the most shel- 
tered locations were knee deep in snow, 
while drifts three and four feet deep were 
mo uncommon sight. Many residence quar- 
ters were snowbound. The Lake Shore drive 
Was one great drift from the water tower to 
Lincoln park. Not an automobile wheel was 
turned in the thoroughfare all day. 

Both the big street car companies had 
@angs of men at work day and night keeping 
their tracks free of snow. In addition to 150 
hhand shovelers the City railway ran forty 
snow plows and twenty mechanical sweep- 
ers.

TRAINS STUCK IN DRIFTS. 


Transportation in Mississippi 
~ Valley Halted by Wide- 
spread Storm. 


Hazleton, Ind.. Feb. 10.—[{Speécial.]—The 
blizzard which has raged ‘over this section, 
just now beset with the terrors of unusually 
high water, developed a more serious phase 
when all communication by telephone or boat 
was cut off from seven physicians, who are 
lost in Hell's Neck, as the lower part of Knox 
county is known. An epidemic of pneumonia 
started among flood endangered refugees 
near Orrville, Ind., Monday, and an appeal 
was made to the Knox county officials for 
medical attention, as the high waters of the 
Wabash and White rivers made it impossible 
for physicians from either this place or Mt. 
Carmell, Tll., to get to the sick. 


One Doctor Gets Away. 

Eight Vincennes physicians Tuesday vol- 
unteered their services and went to the flood- 
ed district In buggies. Tuesday afternoon 
the storm came on, cutting off all telephone 
) communication with the lowlands and later 
in the day a sudden spurt in the White and 
Wabash rivers put miles of water between 
the physicians and the higher ground. Ac- 
cording to J. M. Glenn, secretary of the Knox 
county board of health, it was understood 
that the doctors were to leave Orrville for 
Vincennes this afternoon. 

Dr. Glenn, who was one of the relief corps, 
after a drive through backwater in the midet 
of a blinding snowstorm, reached his office 
at Vincennes late tonight, to learn he was 
the only physician who had got away from 
the flooded district. 

“A relief expedition has been organized and 
when the wind, which is still blowing fifty 
miles an hour, subsides, the search for the 
missing doctors will be commenced by a 
large party in gasoline boats. 

Storm Clogs Wheels of Justice. 

Aurora, Ill, Feb. 19.—[{Special.}—When 
the storm king swept down from his lair and 
put a crimp on trade and travel lasti night he 
also clogged fast the wheels of justice in this 
region 


: j 

Peter Klees, police judge of Aurora, who re- 
joices in 520 pounds avoirdupois, was kept 
within his domicile by the wintry blasts, and 
the progress of the law was at a standstill. 
When a late hour arrived and no police mag- 
istrate appeared at the city hall, a relief expe- 
dition was sent out to his residence. The 
buggy in which the weighty official embarked 
got stalled in a drift. 

The judge and the party sent to rescue him 
from fireside isolation were stuck tn the 
frigid derelict for some time. As the humor 
of the situation had begun to coagulate a 
farmer drove by in a bobsied and saved the 
day. 

MANY TRAINS STALLED. - 

From all points of the compass come re- 
ports of railway delay resulting from the 
blizzard which begam early Tuesday morn- 
ing and in parts of the Mississippi valley 
still holds sway. The storm’s path extends 
almost to the Atlantic seaboard and nearly 
as far as the Rocky mountains. 

Few fatalities have attended the winter's 
gale, but everywhere in its scope transpor- 
tation is handicapped and in several in- 
stances totally at a standstill. 

At least thirteen passenger trains poked 
their pilots into impervious snow drifts 
throughout Michigan and late last night 
some of these trains were still] snow bound. 
Traffic. wae abandoned yesterday on the 
Kalamazoo, Lake Shore and Chicago rail- 
road, and om the Port Austin division of the 
Pére Marquette only one train was sent 
over the line. The Allegan division of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern was 
blocked, as was also the Midland-Bay City- 
Vassar division of the Michigan Central. 
The Wolverine fiyer buried itself near Com- 
stock In a drift, out of which five locomotives 
were unable to pull it. Other trains were 
stuck during the day near Ionia, Lottisville, 
Ind.;: Dockeville, Owendale, Allegan, Shef- 
field, Kalamazoo, Adrian, and Munger. In- 
terurban traffic was demoralized. 

Two passenger trains, one on the Big Four 
and the other on the Chicago, Peoria and St. 
Louis, are stalled eighteen miles south of 
Peoria, Ill. All freight train service is aban- 
doned and the terminal yards idle at Peoria. 

The Rock Island Continental express at 
midnight was still stalled in snow near 
Prairie Home, Neb., where it had been since 
early yesterday afternoon. 

Blinded by a snow storm Mohamet Farh 
and Pitzkall Ahias were struck by a Penn- 
sylvania train near Wittmer, Pa., yesterday 
and killed. 

The converted yacht Hist and the sub- 
marine Viper went ashore on Chesapeake 
bay yesterday. The Hist grounded near 
Cove Point, Md. The Viper stranded® at 
«Thomas Point, ten miles below Annapolis.

HIGH COURT TO HIT M’EWEN 
. FOR COURSE IN LIPSEY CASE. 


Justice’s Questions Indicate That the 
Chicago Judge Is “In Bad”’ for Hear- 
ing Habeas Corpus. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 19.—[Special. }—Ques- 
tions asked by a Supreme justice today 
indicate clearly that the tribunal tomorrow 
will condemn Judge McEwen of the §8u- 
perior court of Cook county for his action 
in hearing habeas corpus applications by 
Ralph Lipsey after the latter had been con- 
victed of larceny, his case reviewed, and the 
judgment sustained by the Supreme court. 

At one stage of today’s proceedings Justice 
Hand intimated that if McEwen’s theory 
were correct it would be to the advantage of 


court in appealing his case. In the event the 
Supreme court refused him a rehearing he 
might get his release by applying to an in- 
ferior court for a writ of habeas corpus, based 
on the error of which the Supreme tribunal 
was not cognizant when it’reviewed the case.

NIAGARA’S GRANDEUR WANES 
IF POWER GRANT IS MADE. 


Dr. J. W. Spencer, British Scientist, De- 
scribes Effect on Falls and Lakes 
Following Diversion of Stream. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—Dr. J. W. 
Spencer, the British scientist, who was com- 
missioned by the geological survey of Canada 
to make an investigation of the Niagara 
Falls problem, discussed today the effect of 
the utilization of its waters by power plants 
— the scenic beauty of that natural won- 

er. 

At the instance of the American Civic Fed- 
eration Dr. Spencer appeared before the 
house rivers and harbors committee and pre- 
sented facts and figures to show what effect 
the granting of the request of the Ontario 
Power company for a power franghise to de- 
velop which would require 40,000 cubic feet 
of water per second, would have on the falls.

ARBITRATION PLAN IS LAUNCHED 


Senate Committee Reports Favorably 
Treaty with France Governing Set- 
tlement of Disputes. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19,—[Special.]—In 
reporting favorably the treaty providing for 
arbitration with the French repubjic the 
senate committee on foreign affairs today 
inaugurated a movement which will lead to 
the establishment of duly ratified treaties 
between thesUnited States and the principal 
nations of the earth concerning the arbitra- 
tion of differences. 

The treaty reported provides that the 
United States and. the French republic shall 
refer to a permanent court of arbitration 
differences of a legal nature relating tu the 
interpretation of treaties existing between 
the two countries, and which it may not have 
been possible to settle by diplomacy. 

It is provided, however, that the differences 
in question are not those that affect the 
vital interests, independence, and honor of 
the two countries, and do not concern the 
interests of third parties. . 

The treaty requires that in each individual! 
case the two nations, before appealing tothe 
permanent court of arbitration, shal! con- 
clude a treaty defining cleariy the 
matter in dispute, the scope of the powers of 
the arbitrators, the general method of pro- 
cedure.

PARIS, Feb. 19.—News of the French de- 
feat by Mulai Hafid's followers near Fedala 
after a two days’ battle was supplemented 
today by reports of fresh disaster to Gen.

Officers of the French steamer Maroc, 
which reached Tangier this afternoon, re- 
ported that the French forces had ventured 
too far beyond Settat and had been cut off 
by the Moors. 

The French. outposts were driven in and 
it was impossible to send reinforcements to 
D’Armade. Word of a sanguinary battle is 
expected, as it is known. Mulai Hafid’s men 
are now in possession of several pieces of 
artillery amd their recent victory has given 
them fresh enthusiasm. ‘ 


Terror Reigns in Casablanca. 

The greatest anxiety prevails at Caga- 
blanca. Spanish troops are pre Bat to de- 
fend the town and marines were hurried 
ashore from the French cruiser Kleber to 
help the Spaniards. 

Coupled with the fear over the expected 
‘attack on Casablanca is alarm over the re- 
port from Rabat that a French column there 
had been put to rout by the Moors. 


Government Issues Denial. 

The government tonight issued a statement 
announcing that the latest news from 
Moroceo came from Vicé Admiral Philbert, 
who was off Casablanca. IM was redis- 
patched from Tangier at 5:45 thie evening. 

That officer declared complete quietude 
reigned at the ports. The government, 
therefore, regards the reports of defeats and 
the landing of reinforcements as fantastic. 

Prime Minister Clemenceau also issued an 
emphatic denial that reinforcements other 
than those held tn readiness in Algeria from 
the outset of the campaign were going to 
Moroceo. 


PHYSICIAN HELD FOR CRUELTY 
ON COMPLAINT OF HIS SISTER. 


Dr. H. Martyn Hall Jr., Famous Pitts- 


burg Consumption Specialist, Ac- 
cused of Beating Woman. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 19.—[Special.)—Dr. 


Henry Martyn Hall Jr., famous throughout 
the country as a specialist in tubercular dis- 
eases, known to Pittsburgers as a human- 
itarian by the founding of a local retreat for 
consumptives, and physician to many of the 
best families here, was arrested at Ohio Pyle, 
a summer resort in the Alleghany mountains, 
on complaint of his sister, Miss Caroline Hall, 
who charges him with gross cruelty. 

Miss Hall is 37 years of age and one of the 
best known kindergarten workers in Pitts- 
burg. having founded the Shady Avenue 
school. 

The information against Dr. Hall was 
made, by his sister before Justice of the 
Peace Radcliffe Weir at Ohio Pyle. In it 
she alleges that she was taken by her brother 
while under the influence of drugs from her 
home in this city to Ohio Pyle on the night 
of Dec. 5 last. Dr. Hall, it is declared, se- 
cured quarters for her at the home of Mrs. 
Annie Mitchell, about five miles from Ohio 
Pyle on the mountain side. There, it is al- 
leged, Dr. Hall beat his sister with a heavy 
trunk strap after having placed a gag in 
her mouth and placed her in «a strait- 
jacket. 

It is alleged Dr. Hall visited his sister on 
two different occasions thereafter, and that 
on one of these occasions he tied her hands 
acrose her breast, bound her ankles with 
ropes, and, with no shoes or stockings and 
little other clothing, placed her out on the 
mountainside, where he allowed her to re- 
main some time. It ts declared she was 
found thus by a young man passing along the 
road, who took Dr. Hall to task for his al- 
leged cruelty, and a fight followed between 
them. 

The report of the arrest of Dr. Hall created 
a tremendous sensation here. While no 
statement can be obtained from the physi- 
cian, his friends claim that his sister suffered 
from a peculiar nervous trouble, and that | 
she was under her brother’s care. What she” 
and others may regard as cruelty, they allege, 
was a part of the course of treatment. 


LIQUOR INTERESTS LOSE POINT. 


Supreme Court Refuses Further Time to 
Opponents of the Dlinois Local

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—The 
liquor interests which are backing the fight 
against the constitutionality of the local op- 
tion law in the Supreme court suffered a set- 
back today when that tribunal refused to al- 
low the attorneys representing the liquor 
men an extension of time until March 16 to 
file reply briefs.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—An angry debate filled 
the last hours: tonight of the session: of the 
house of commons, the cause being a motion 
by Hilarie Relloe, a liberal member for South 
SaJferd, aiming to get the house to condemn 
the secrecy under which political funds are 
accumulated and administered. He pictured 
the possible evils arising from the secret 
contributor, to party funds having a pull with 
the government. 

H. C. Lea, liberal. member for East St. Pan- 
cras, said he regarded the motion as an at- 
tack upon the last and present governments, 
and he proceeded to arraign the prevalent 
method of bestowing titles and other honors. 
It is a matter of common knowledge, he said, 
that titles and decorations are lacking in 
dignity, prestige, and mora! worth, as the 
méthods hy which they are obtained are 
loathsome, corrupt, and nauseous. 

Pear Accuses Mr. Balfour. 

He went on ‘to denounce the corruption of 
the last tory régime, accusing Mr. Balfour 
when he was prime minister. The speaker 
here stopped Mr. Lea, ruling the charge of 
corruption out of order. Epo 

Lea disclaimed attacking anybody's on 
sonal honor, but he declared that political 
corruption under the last government 
reached such a pitoh that the tariff for titles 
and decorations had become notoriously fa- 
miliar. Mr. Lea went on to tell how a cer- 
tain liberal politician when he was knighted 
was commiserated by his friends as an ob- 
ject of pity, but he himself became an ob- 
ject of pity eight months later. He declared 
it seemed that many entered the house of 
commons with the ulterior motive of social 
advancement. However radical & mans 
views might be. when he is elected,. there 
seems to be in the atmosphere of the nouse 
of commons a ‘bacillus which had a deplora- 
ble effect. He‘ excepted the laborites and 
rationalists, against ‘whom such charge 
could not be brought. 


Tariff Reformers Denounced.

The American 
people are far too lacking in patience to ever 
be content to await the fruition of the colo- 
nial enterprisé, no matter how great its fu- 
ture value. Roosevelt's influence is sufficient 
to obtain popular assent at the proper mo- 
ment of the sale of the Philippines to Ger- 
many. He has only to array facts and figures 
showing these islands nothing but a hopeless 
drain to the national treasury and accom- 
pany his statistics with one of his great 
philippics to congress, The thing would go 
through with a rush. That, at least, is what 
we expect to happen.”’ > 

The speaker, after referring to Germany's 
policy of dealing with natives in her colonies, 
added: 

“If the Germans get the Philippines God 
help the Filipinos!”’ 


Taft’s Talk “Saber Battle.” 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.— Secretary of War 
Taft's Concord speech declaring the cruise 
of the battleship fleet was undertaken be- 
cause it was necessary to “ show the ori- 
entals something "’ makes a disquieting im- 
pression in Germany. The utterance is de- 
scribed as the *‘ unmasking of America’s in- 
tentions toward Japan’’ and as bound to 
aggravate the tension between the two pow- 
ers. It is declared that the speech, although 
made for campaign purposes, emanates from 
the secretary of war, and therefore cannot 
but tend to exercise pressure upon Japan 
during the emigration negotiations pending.

FLEET AT CALLAO TODAY. 

LIMA, Feb. 19.--The American battleship 
fleet is expected to reach Callao about 8 
o’clock tomorrow morning. Two wireless 
messages were received today. The first 
said the fleet was then 224 miles from the 
port and the second was a message of thanks 
from Rear Admiral Evans. 

In his own name and those of the officers 
of the fleet Admiral Evans said he consid- 
ered the Peruvian escort to Callao a great 
honor, and thanked the government for its 
offer to transmit his messages to Washing- 
ton. ’ 

The government has issued a decree mak- 
ing Saturday a holiday in honor of Wash- 
ington’s birthday and the Americans’ visit, 
and it has ordered the Peruvian warships to 
salute the American flag at noon. The wire- 
less message from the Connecticut said Ad- 
miral Evans has not yet recovered his health. 


AOKI FIGHTING HAYASHI? 


TOKIO, Feb. 19.—The memorandum of the 
Japanese government in reply to that of the 
United States on emigration was handed to 
Ambassador O'Brien today. It is understood 
that it agrees in the general terms of sug- 
gestions by the American government. and 
requires a further restriction of emigration 
by the practical prohibition of laborers. 

Every evidence goes to prove that Japan 
has been unsparing in its efforts to avoid fur- 
ther complications from emigration, but the 
government is facing powerful opposition 
from emigration companies behind a pro- 
posed resolution in the diet to censurp the 
foreign policy of Viscount Hayashi. 

Should the resolutiom be introduced ft will 
probably be defeated by a narrow margin. 
Its passage probably would entail the resig- 
nation of the cabinet. Ex~Ambassador Aoki 
since his arrival has assumed an attitude of 
unfriendliness to Minister Hayachi. It is 
believed he is joining the forces opposing 
the foreign office.

Attorney C. T. B. Goodspeed of the South 
Park Improvement association was firm in 
his belief that if through routes cannot, be- 
cause of physical difficulties, be established 
at once, the people can rightfully demand 
through routes in theory.

FOLLOW TRAILS OF COCAINE 


Agents of State Board Begin 
Gumshoe Campaign Against It. 


TRUAX-GREENE AGAIN HIT. 


E. E. Palmer, Secretary of House, Ar- 
rested for Lack of Records. 


Relentless war is being waged by the state 


board of pharmacy agairst wholesale and 
retail druggists and other persons guilty of 
selling cocaine in violation of the provisions 
of the new state cocaine law. Detectives 
and agents of the board are engaged in a 
“gumshoe’’ campaign for evidence on 
which to base arrests and prosecutions. 

The crusade, which began with the arrest 
of G. P. Francy and C. I. Long, drug clerks 
in the employ of Truax, Greene & Co., was 
followed up yesterday by the arrest of E. B. 
Palmer, secretary of the concern. 

Palmer waa arrested on a warrant obtained 
by John A. Mahaffy, 8924 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, agent for the state board of pharmacy. 
He was charged with failing to comply with 
the provisions of the cocaine law requiring 
the keeping of a record of all cocaine sales. 
The two clerks were charged with selling 
cocaine at retail without a physician's pre- 
scription. . 

Palmer was taken to the Harrison street 
police station, where he was released on $500 
bonds signed by Charles Truax.’ Municipal 
Judge Crowe continued the case until Feb. 
26, when the cases against the firm's clerks 
also will be prosecuted. 


Will Prosecute to the Limit. 
" “We shall prosecute these cases to the 
limit,” said E. I. Krankhauser, attorney for 
the state board of pharmacy. ‘‘ Thelaw was 
violated and the case is clear. We have the 
evidence against them. The maximum pen- 
alty for the first offense is $200 fine. 

“This is only the beginning. Weare going 
after every illegal cocaine seller in the city 
and the state. The state board of pharmacy 
is determined to put an end to the ‘ coke’ 
traffic, and I think it can do so under this 
new law.” 

Several detectives are at work in the vari- 
ous levee districts of the city ferreting out 
the “ holes in the ground” where ‘ coke”"’ 
agents distribute the drug. Charles H. 
Avery, president of the state board of phar- 
macy, said a number of additional arrests 
are impending. 

‘*We have declared war on the illegal guile 
of cocaine and we are going to fight until 
the traffic is cleaned out of Chicago and the 
state,’’ said President Avery. 

** Because of the difficulty of getting evi- 
dence our campaign necessarily must be 
quiet. You have no idea of how slick some 
of these cocaine sellers are in covering up 
their tracks. A regular freemasonry of 
signs and passwords exists between the 
‘coke’ agents and the dope fiends. These 
are some of the things our detectives have 
to contend with. 


Trying to Prevent Shipments. 

* We are getting after them, however, and 
we are not going to stop until we are satis- 
fied the traffic is killed. We are now trying 
to arrange with jobbers in other states to 
turn down all orders for cocaine from Illi- 
nois. It will be purely a friendly co- 
operative scheme by which we can have a 
supervising control over the quantity of 
cocaine within the state. It will in no sense 
be in restraint of trade, although I believe 
the interstate commeice commission would 
not interfere if the cocaine trade were re- 
strained in this way.” 

In his defense Secretary Palmer advanced 
the plea that “we had not yet had time to 
adjust ourselves to the new law.” The law 
went into effect Jan. 17. He issued orders 
during the day to the clerks in the retail 
department to “‘comply strictly with the 
law.”’ 

“The law is a good one and we are glad 
it was ssed,”’ said Mr: Paimer. ‘“ We did 
not have time to adjust ourselves to it. We 
shall comply hereafter. If we are guilty we 
will pay our fine cheerfully.”

FARMING COURSE. 


Professors of Chieago Institu- 
tion Will Plaw in New 
Field in Future. 


SCHOOL OF AGRICULTURE. 


Ten Prominent Man Promise 
Land for Use of Students 
Taking Course. 


The University of Chicago is going to plow 
into a new field. It is going tn for agricul- 
ture. It plans to develop farmers—fancy 
farmers—ard outdo the efforts of the many 
agriculture schools situated in the middle 
west. It proposes to give} a three years’ 
course, _ 

“Educated farmers.” are needed. in. the 
middle west, the officials of the university 
believe, andjhey hope to produce such an ed- 
ucated lot that salaries of from $2,000 up will 
be offered the Agr. D.s the minute they leave 
the hothouse of instruction. They ¢laim 
managers of fancy farms are in great de- 
mand. 

So strict will the university officials be in 
their entrance requirements that no one who 
has not had instruction in Greek, Latin, cal- 


culus, astronomy, higher English, advanced. 


political economy, sociology, and a little 
French or German can enter the new courses. 
All must be college graduates. . 

The name of the new department was 
reached after much discussion. Some want- 
éd to call it the “ Agricultural School of the 
University of Chicago.”’ But this seemed to 
jar the esthetic sense of several and finally 
it was decided to term the department the 
“ Agricultural Guild of the University of 
Chicago.”’

Plans Are Set Forth.

2. Young men schooled in the sclencs' of agrt- 
culture, who feel the need of a practical training 
in economics and the management of farms, in 
order that they may aff in the organizing of this 


indwstry on a businesslike basis and ‘thus secur. 


@& more successful career, — 

S. An inereasing number of boys and young 
men, who desire @ practica) training in the art 
of agriculture, with a view either of operating for 
themselves or working as employés on ppecialized 
farms. 

“This guild aims to supplement without 
difficulty, the work of agricultura) colleges 
by giving practical training which their lim- 
ited equipment and different purpose pre- 
vent them from providing.” 


‘Will Work in the Field. 


The practical work of the students will be 
divided into two classes, fleld and labora- 
tory work and campus work. Many of the 
courses will be given in the university halls, 
but most of the instruction will be given on 
the farms. Small dormitories will be built 
on several of the farms if the number of 
students is large enough. 

Regular tuition fees of $40 for a three 
months’ term will be charged the students. 
In return, the university will pay the stu- 
dents during the first year $15 a month for 
their work, $20 a month for the second year, 
and $25 a month for the third year. At the 
conclusion of their course a sum of $200 will 
be given to each of those who “ satisfy” 
the instructors. 

The university plans to have the “ guild ”’ 
in working order so students may begin 
their agricultural careers the middle of 
March.

Pressing a northbound Lincoln avenue car 
into service, Lieut. Hutchinson and two de- 
tectives of Sheffield avenue station inter- 
cepted the flight of three highwaymen and 
arrested two of them after a revolver fight at 
the Belmont avenue crossing last evening. 
While. the fight was on scores of pedestrians 
sought shelter behind the nuge snow em- 
bankments that lined the sidewalks. ; 

The men were taken to the police station 
after attempting to escape from the patrol 
wagon. An effort was made in vain to catch 
the third robber. The arrested men are 
known to the police as Louis Beckley and Jo- 
seph Peltier. Beckley was released recently 
from the Joliet penitentiary, haVing served 
more than twenty years. 

The three men entered the saloon of Au- 
gust Zable, 2066 Lincoln avenue, early in the 
evening and after putting the bartender, 
Henry Hempel, into the basement robbed the 
cash register of $15. Hempel was released a 
few minutes later when Zable entered the 
place, and the police were told then of the 
robbery over the telephone. 

“Pursuit by Car” Begins. 

Lieut. Hutchinson and Detectives Frank 
Zeis and W. Rose hurried fram the station 
and boarding a north bound Lincoln avenue 
car ordered the motorman to put on all speed. 
Six south bound Lincoln avenue cars were 
passed when the motorman applied the 
brakes and the policemen leaped from the 
conveyance and mounted the steps of one 
that had been haited at the Belmont avenue 
crossing. 

As they reached the trailer the highway- 
men attempted to leap from the car, but De- 
doorway and hurled 
one of the robbers out into a snowbank. A 
minute later and the detectives were strug- 
gling with the remaining robbers on the floor 
of the car, but one of them regained his feet. 
and, calling out that he would kill any one 
who attempted to stop him, dashed through 
the front doorway and escaped. 

‘Get that man there,"’ shouted Zeis ae he 
caught hold of the robber who still was trying 
to free himself from the snowbank. “ There 
is one getting away.”’ 


Zeis’ Desperate Fight. 

Without waiting for further assistance, 
Zeis tried to drag his prisoner to the side- 
walk and opened fire on the bandit who wae 
crouching behind the embankment. A bul- 
let crashed through @ heavy plate glass win- 


dow in the real estate office of Nicholas J. 


Haynes, 1046 Lincoln ave , shattering a 
mirror that stood on a desk above Mr. 
Haynes’ head. Afraid to again fire because 
of the women, who had become hysterical 
and were running in front of him, ny enens 
doned the chase. 

“If Zeis had had half a chance he would 
have caught the third robber,"’ said Lieut. 
Hutchinson, who was transferred from 
Asst. Chief Schuettler’s office Monday night. 
‘Rose and I had all we could do in getting 
Peltier, for he gave us a hard fight. The 
men are desperate criminals and both have 
served sentences," 

According to the confession made by Beck- 
ley, he was caught with several companions 
after obtaining more than $60,000 worth of 
silver plate from express and freight cars 
in South Chicago some years.ago. The po- 
lice expect to connect them with robberies 
that have oecurréd on the horth side during 
the last few weeks.

VILLAGE POOL CHAMPION 
RUNS AGAINST “NEW” GAME, 


Done Out of $450 by Two Local Ex- 
perts, but His Friends Had Told the 
Police and They Are Caught. 


The “ lemon game,” a confidence trick, was 
worked successfully yesterday on Albert Sho- 
quist, a bricklayer of Gary, Ind. The vigi- 
lance of his friends resulted in the arrest of 
the men who swindled him out of $450.

Shoquist went to Cleve- 
land and drew the money from the bank. 
Returning to Chicago yesterday he went to 
the Michigan avenue poolroom to get the 
$200 he had won. 

Sealed envelopes were used in working the 
gamé. Shoquist thought he had his own 
$450 besides the $200 he bad won, but instead 
the envelope was filled with paper. 

His friends had notified the police, and 
Detectives Cannon and Sullivan ran _ into 
Dawson and Lewis as they were driving the 
victim to a railroad depot. Both leaped from 
the cab, but they were caught.

FEAR HE MAY NOT SURVIVE. 


Former Theatrical Manager Suffering 
from Grip and Heart Trouble—Phy- 
sician Takes Hopeful View. 


Friends of David Henderson, the one time 
theatrical magnate, who was taken to the 
Augustana hospital) on Tuesday in a sert- 
ous condition, fear he may not survive. 

An attack of the grip, with incipient heart 
trouble and a generally broken down consti- 
tution, is responsible for his sudden removal 
to the hospital.

It was re- 
ported last evening that the stupor had dis- 
appeared in part, but that the patient's con- 
dition showed no great change for the bet- 
ter.

Trial of “Cold Motor” Proprie- 


tors Revives Tales of Pri- 
vate History. 


GIRL FORCES THE FIGHT. 


Tells of Copying Company's Se- 
eret Books When Younger 
Man’s Love Cooled. 


While the opening of the trial yesterday 
of the heads of the Bidwell Electric company 
for obtaining money by a confidence game 
was peace itself, there was a glimpse given 
in the utterances of attorneys In the case 
of war to follow. 

Trails of gunpowder to mines of scandal in 
the lives of the three principals in the case 
are ready for the match. Whether they will 
be exploded remains a question to be deter- 
mined by the attorneys and the court within 
the next few days. 

During the suspense three persons are un- 
easy. The Bidwelis, the father, Benson, T2 
years old, and the son, Charles, 51 years old, 
who held the positions of president and sec- 
retary-treasurer of their, “cold motor” 
company, respectively, are in the hands of 
the law through the efforts of Miss Ida Pal- 
mer. At one ti she held the position of 
private secretary to the younger Bidwell, 
but it is not through any official connections 
that explosions are predicted. ' 


Digs Deep in Private History. 

The story of the lives of these people if it 
is brought out in the trial will run back a 
number of years, and will bring into its 
thread the private history of several men. 
Attorney Charles G. Rose, representing Miss 
Palmer, is determined that his attack upon 
the defendants shal! not be half hearted, and 
Miss Florence King, an attorney represent- 
ing the elder Bidwell, promised that 
would lose no opportunity of revealing 
record of her client's assailant. 

Years ago the name of Bidwell was flashed 
around the world in connection with the per- 
petration of a gigantic swindle upon the 
Bank of England. Three men, including 
Austin and George Bidwell, got away with 
$5,000,000, and were captured only after bril- 
ltant work by the Pinkerton detective agency. 

These two men were brothers of Benson 
Bidwell. The relationship will not be lost 
sight of by the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion. They also will attempt to show that 
when the Bidwell Electric company wae 
formed an associate of the two older brothers 
of the president was brought in connection 
with it as a salesman. 


To Attack Miss Palmer’s Record. 
This history reveals one line of attack.

Fearing trouble, the younger of the’ two 
men led the police in storming her apart- 
ments, hoping to capture there a man whom 
he knew was a frequent visitor. Notwith- 
standing that Miss Palmer was found alone, 
he jmade a formal] charge against her, and 
upon advice of her attorneys, before the 
case was heard she married the man whose 
name was mentioned in the charge. 

The case was dismissed, and then began 
the troubles of the Bidwell Electric company. 
Stockholders appeared with demands that 
they be allowed to examine the books. Their 
request was refused and they were arrested 
for conspiracy to wreck the company. 

That their affairs had been questioned was 
laid to the enmity of Miss Palmer. Later, 
when direct charges of operating a swindle 
were made against them, she admitted the 
information upon which the indictments had 
been based was that she provided. 


Both Ready for Fight. 

As they sat in Judge Chetlain’s courtroom 
angry glances shot between the men and the 
woman, but there were so signs that a » 
promise might be agreed upon. Miss r 
deciared openly that she intended to push the

Whet the republican party managers con- 
sider an entirely reasonable and even gen- 
erous suggestion is made by some of them 
to the William. H. Taft club of Chicago. 
They suggest that the Taft promoters raise 
the money to pay for the primaries which 
they want for the selection of congressional 
delegates to elect national delegates. 

They say that they and their ward organ- 
izations will contribute handsomely if the 
Taft people will undertake the collection 
of the fund. It will require about $15,000 
to rent polling places and to pay judges and 
clerks of election, but the politicians thought 
the Taft promoters would be willing to pay 
this for the sake of expressing their senti- 
ments. 

The raising of a campaign fund already 
has been begun by the Taft promoters. Ald. 
A. B. McCoid said yesterday that Fred W. 
Upham and James E. McMurray hed been 
successful in getting subscriptions to the 
amount of $2,500 and that cash wae rolling in. 

The politicians suggest that Mr. Upham, 
Corporation Counsel. Edward J. Brundage, 
and others who have started the Taft move- 
ment continue the work of coWecting until 
they have raised the necessary415,000. 

“ Unless we use the alder c primaries,” 
said Committeeman John berg, “* there 
is no way of having them unless some one 
raises the money to pay for them. 

. “TI for one do not propose to have the ex- 
pense of a primary election paid for by the 

organizations. If the men who are demand- 
ing a primary will raise the money for it I 
guces they can have it.”’ 


Taft Club Opposes Plan. 

The Taft club does not welcome the sug- 
gestion. 

“Of course the republican organization 
should pay the expense,”’ said Ald. McCoid. 
“In the old fashioned primaries the com- 
mittee paid the bills and the organization 
funds should be used for these primaries. 
That is a proper use to make of the money.” 

The Taft club will meet today at the Union 
restaurant to make arrangements to carry 
its demand before the county central com- 
mittee. It is proposed to offer the committee 
its choice of two propositions, as follows: 

To use their own methods of making up the con- 
Gressiona! convention, but to pledge themselves in 
Some satisfactory fashion that the national dele- 
gates shall be for Taft for second choice. 

To call primaries for the selection of delegates to 
congressional conventions and to stand the ex- 
pense of holding them.

» Coincidence in Outlook. 

Hobart was really an assistant president. 
He was admitted to every conference and 
he had a vast amount to do with defining 
the policy of the administration. 

After the Spanish war, when it was de- 
cided that public opinion necessitated the 
retirement of Secretary of War Alger, it 
was Hobart who broke the news to the Mich- 
igan general. 

Had Hobart lived he surely would have 
been the vice presidential candidate in 1900 
with McKinley again, and Roosevelt, as pres- 
ident, probably would never have appeared 
in the political history of the country. 

The strange thing about it all is that the 
name of Garret A. Hobart was presented to 
the St. Louis conveytion by John Franklin 
Fort. Hobart added luster to an Ohio admin- 
istration. More than that, he strengthened 
his chief immensely, from a political stand- 
Point, in the eastern and middle states. 

McKinley was not entirely a favorite in 
New York and New England. T. C. Platt 
was in power then and he hated McKinley. 

Tom Reed was a candidate for the pres- 
idency, and he carried N€w England behind 
him to\a large extent. The selection of Ho- 
bart was therefore extremely good politics. 
He had the confidence of the corporations 
and moneyed men of New York, because New 
Jersey is only a clearing house for Wall 
street, from the corporation point of view.

‘Lowell, Mass., Feb. 19. — William H. 
Taft finished a two days’ visit to New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts this evening, and 
left Lowell for Boston, where he boarded a 
train to Washington. 

secretary delivered two addresses. 
The first in Nashua this afternoon was de- 
voted to the Philippines and the Panama 
canal. The second, this evening, was to the 
Lowell segs. # of trade.

“Cruise for Peace.” 


“ Within recent years the United States 
has advaneed to the position of a world 
power,” he said, “‘although this advance- 
ment has been the result in part of a war 
practically thrust upon us. 

“The possession of the Philippines and 

Porto Rico wields a far greater influence 
among the world’s nations than we at home 
suppose. There is a great dea! in the influence 
of that which affects the eye. The visit of 
sixteen battleships to the Pacific will have 
an excellent effect for peace rather than for 
war. 
“We are not going ut the world with a 
chip on our shoulder. e are not hunting 
war. That is the last thing this country 
wants. 


Japan Friendly Nation. 

* As between Japan and the United States, 
my journey to Japan convinced me there 
is not the slightest danger of war. Jingoes 
in Japan and America are largely respons!i- 
ble for war rumors. We are the last govern- 
ment in the world with which Japan would 
seek war. Our historical relations and our 
trade relatione have made Japan a friendly 
nation. What under heaven do we want to 
fight Japan for? Should we go into a war 
with Japan, I look to the future with alarm, 
because we would find it necessary to spend a 
vast amount of capital and become a war- 
like nation. And such a condition is bad for 
any country. 

“I apprehend no danger from the civil- 
ization of China, as some people profess. 
The argument has been that if China comes 
into competition with us we will be wiped 
out commercially.

HIS WORDS ARE SIGNIFICANT 


He Sees a Strengthening of American- 
British Ties. 


New York, Feb. 19.—The prophetic utter- 
ances tonight of Whitelaw Reid, American 
ambassador to the court of St. James, who 
sees in the future a strengthening of the ties 
that bind his own country to the nation to 
which he is accredited, and a vanishment of 
the Japan war bugaboo, aroused the Pil- 
grims of the United States to a pitch of en- 
thusiasm that found vent fn a roaring dem- 
onstration that shook Delmonieo’s bariquet 
hall. 

Just returned from Washington and about 
to sail for England, the ambassador's words, 
carefully chosen and delivered with impress- 
ive deliberation, took on a significance that 
held in closest interest the 400 diners whose 
guest he was. 


Ridicules Suggestion of War. 
Having ridiculed the suggestion that war 
between the United State’ and Japan was 
within the range of possibilities, the ambas- 
sador departed from his prepared speech to 
add: 


“So far as the information and belief of 
the officers of the diplomatic service extends, 
there is absolutely nothing in it.” 

A burst of applause followed the declara- 
tion, and as the ambassador enlarged upon 
the mutual interests of Great Britain and 
the United States and pointed out that there 
was nothing in the Great Britain-Japanese 
treaty inconsistent with a still closer under- 
standing between America and Great Brit- 


ain. 
Mark Twain Makes Fun. 

Much of the fun of the evening was afforded 
by Mark Twain. Mr. Clemens said that he 
was gratified that congress was about to re- 
store to the coinage the words, “In God 
We Trust.”

POSTAL BANKS BILL IN SENATE. 


Measure Providing for Establishment 
of Systems of Savings Institutions 
Offered by Mr. Knox. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—Senator Knox 
today introduced a bill to establish a system 
of postal savings banks. The bil¥ provides 
that accounts may be opened and deposits 
in even dollars made in any postal savings 
bank established under this act by any per- 
son of the age of 10 years or over, in his own 
name, by a married woman in her own name, 
and free from any control or interference by 
her husband, by a trustee as such’on behalf 
of another person, by a parent, guardian, or 
other person for the benefit of a child under 
10 years of age, or by any charitable or 
benevolent society or association; provided 


‘that no person or organization shall have 


more than one postal savings account, ex- 
cept that a trustee, parent, guardian, or other 
person may have an individual account and 
an account in his representative capacity for 
each person or child for whom he may 
entitled to open an account. Interest at the 
rate of 2 per cent per annum is allowed de- 
positors and the postmaster general is au- 
thorized to place the money deposited in 
postal savings banks in national banks at a 
rate of interest satisfactory to the secretary 
of the treasury.

These officers are being prosecuted in the 
Municipal court by a newspaper reporter.

Thomas Robinson, Otto Kuehne, F. H, Fred- 
ericks, DPdward Maher, and Louls Weinecke, 
a janitor in the Celtic flats, Bryant and \in- 
eennes avenues, were aleo heard.

Denies Being Insulted. 


Weinecke denied that they were insulted, 
admitted that officers occasionally came in 
for a brief périod to warm their feat, but 
said ¢hey nhevér ate his food and that none 
of them was at his place on the night in 
question. 

All the witnesses swore the boxing bouts 
were of the “ farce’ order, utterly devoid 
of brutality; and that the worst punishment 
inflicted was a bloody nose. Intoxicating 
liquor was served, but no one showed its 
effects and the affair closed down promptly 
at 1 o'clock. The grand jury then dropped 


the matter.

Throw Boomerangs. 


SAYS ‘APPEAL TO PUBLIC! 


Advises Corporations to Appro- 
priate Reformers’ Weapon 
of Publicity. 


Legislative monstrosities which were in- 
ficted upon long suffering corporations by 
thirty-six states last year were gathered 
together by Attorney Levy Mayer last even- 
ing and made the subject of an uncompit- 
mentary analysis, under the general head of 
* Legal Follies of 1907.” 

In/an address before the Chicago Credit 
Men's association, at a banquet at the Audi- 
torlum hotel, Mr. Mayer told of the many 
attacks upon corporations which have been 
made recently by state legislatures—attacks 
which, he asserted, had accomplished so 
much in restricting business. 

The cure for these evils, which were looked 
upon {n the light of a joke, according to Mr. 
Meyer, lies in publeity whi¢h the conpora- 
tions themselves must give to the far reach- 
ing effects of such laws. 


Appropriite Reformers’ Weapon. 

“ The salvation of the corporations which 
enter these various localities with the brand 
of Cain upon their brows. lies in themselves,”’ 
‘aid Mr. Mayer. “ The club which has been 
used against them with such telling effect— 
publicity—now must be used by themselves 
in their own defense. . Whenever the people 
learn the true situation and are told of the 
damage which this foolish crusade againat 
corporate organizations is doing, then the 
damage will be undone, at least in-part. 

“Tt is a well known fact that no year has 

turned out so much legal folly in the way of 
hostile legislation against corporations as 
has 1907. These bits of restrictive measures 
are, in many cases, really laughable. ' 
* “ Under the present system a friendly cor- 
poration which is doing business in Chicago 
has only to move across the state line into 
Indiana and it immediately becomes a hostile 
organization and a fit subject to be legis- 
lated against. 


Hostile Laws Numerous. 


“ During last year thirty-eight states—all 
but eight of the entire number in the union— 
passed hostile laws which restricted and al- 
most made impossible the transaction of 
business by foreign corporatidns in these 
various states. 

“There is absolutely no reason for this 
enormous amount of restrictive legislation 
against corporations.’ Had the framers of 
the constitution realiged that at this time 
there would have been 400,000 corporate or- 
ganizations engaged in the pursuit of com-~- 
mercial enterprises, I have no doubt but that 
they would have made the clause which 
guarantees equal protection to all citizens 
in ajl states apply to corporations. They 
would not have applied this clause to the 
mere physical body, but to organizations of 
persons as well, At that time, however, 
there were but thirty corporations doing 
business in the United States, and they could 
not have guessed that 90 per cent of the coun- 
try’s business would be carried ‘on by this 
form of organization. 


Hits Arkansas and Oklahoma. 


“‘An instance of the legal follies that were 
inflicted upon the country during last year is 
given by the law passed in Arkansas which 
demanded that every foreign corporation 
doing business in that state should become a 
domestic organization. Fortunately the law 
was repealed after the corporations had 
made it evident they would leave the atate 
if it continued in force, 

“In Oklahoma another dnstance of this 
sort is found in the law whith demands that 
every sort of trouble between capital and 
labor be settled by arbitration of the sort 


_ which the state may lay down. 


“Just contemplate these almost horrible 
restrictions that are placed against our 
neighbors in other states merely because 
they happened to be organized into that ob-. 
ject of common prey, the corporation. 

“The president in his message to congress 
advocated; the creation of a federal system of 
control for corporations—a system . which 
would permit corporations to do business in 
all states without the many obstructions 
which would be placed in their way to ham- 
per them by the legislatures of those states. 

“In making this recommendation the pres- 
identi used that instrument that alone can 
bring about any lasting results, and that is 
publicity. In doing so, while a temporary 
depreciation of paper values may result, 
public morais have been aroused and lasting 
good will follow eventually.” 

More Moral than the State. 

The Rev. Ernest V. Shayler found occasion 
to poin& out considerable that was good in 
present day business methods in his address 
on ‘‘ The Morals of Commercilalism.’ He 
asserted the day of the pessimist and the 
muck raker had passed and that they were 
to be relegated to the background. 

“If modern business methods, such as 
those which obtain in the business houses 
of Chicago had been used by the officials 
of the state there might never have been 
the present scandals and cries of ‘ horrors’ 
in our state asylums,’’ said he. 

George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, told of the evils of 
our present financial system, drawing from 
the recent flurry for his illustrations. W‘#ll- 
iam J. McMullen acted as toastmaster at 
the banquet, at which nearly 500 persons 
were present.

He informed them 
they could do a vaudeville turn at Bruder’s 
concert hall. 


* We went to the hall,” said Miss De Shaw, 
“and ed Bruder what we should do. He 
replied:. * 


_“*O. Just any old thing. Get up and sing 
a song occasionally and then come down and 
rustle beer.’ 

“* But we did not come hete to sell beer. 
We supposed we had positions in a decent 
concert hall,’ we tolé him. 

“*You have to rustie beer if you stay 
here,’ he remonstrated. 


“Then we left, but had to leave behind a 
part of our clothing.” 

Bruder, the girls claim, swore at them 
when they left and dered detectives to ar 
reset him. 


Trying to Drive Out Such Agents. 
“We are trying to drive out of Chicago 
all so-called ‘ theatrical agents’ who make 
a specialty of enticing girls by holding owt 
bright prospects for an easy life on the 
stage and then send them into disreputable 
resorts,”’ said Attorney Roe last night. 
“ These two girle are young, pretty, and 
have always borne good reputations. They 
had a natrow escape from ending their lives 
as ‘ white slaves.’ In time I hope this clags 
of employment agents will be driven from 
Chicago. Then young girls, without fear, can 
apply for work and feel certain they will 

not be taken into some notorioue dive.”’

tion obtained by Stuyvesant Fish and his 
adherents to restrain the voting of 281,231 
shares of Illinois Central stock held by the 
Railroad Securities company of New Jersey. 
is controlled by the 
Tnion Pacific company, which holds all but 
# 2-10 shares of it® stock, and the voting of 
“which, according to the complainants, - will 
give the domination of the Illinois Centra] 
yallroad to the Union Pacific company, of 
which Harriman is the dominating factor. 

But beyond the effect of the decision upon 
the future domination of the Hlinois Central, 
# will have a far reaching effect, in that it 
will express the opinion of the court upon the 
right of a foreign corporation doing businees 
in @ state to own stock ™ @ competing or 
eemi-competing corporation. Lawyers and 
heads of great.corporations assert this is 
one of the most important cases of litigation 
which has come up in years. 

The case has been fought in the courts 
for five months, and this, too, but a prelim- 
jnary step, for no matter what may be the 
decision of Judge Ball, the case is certain to 
be carried to the highest tribunal. 


What Fish Victory Means. 


The decision of Judge Ball has tremendous 
jbilities. If the opinion is tn favor of the 
sh faction and the injunction is made per- 
manent, it will carry with it the right of the 
court to order the sale of all Illinois Central 
giock held by the Union Pacific and the Rall- 
road Securities company, a sale involving 
millions of dollars. 

Through the same principle, founded upon 
claims of public policy and the welfare of 
the state, other corporations holding stock 
in semi-competing corporations also may be 
ordered by the courts to dispose of their hold- 
ings. The decision of.the case in favor of the 
complainants means the defeat of the Union 
Pacific company to hold stock in other rail- 
roads in Lilinois and the personal defeat of 


- Harriman. 


But if Harriman Wins. 


On the other hand, a decision in favor of 
the motion to dissolve the injunction means 
the practical elimination of Fish as an officer 
and director of the Hilinois Central and the 
defeat of the minority stockholders and the 
control of the Harriman-Harahan contin- 
gent. 

It is admitted by both sides that the de- 
cision will affect directly the adjourned elec- 
tion of directors which will be held in Chi- 
cago on March 2. According to Judge Ball's 
order, the stock books of the company were 
closed last night and will not be reopened 
for transfers of stock of the Illinois Central 
unt4] the day after the stockholders’ meet- 
ing on March 2.
